Dro.3na;':e  and  Sewerage: - 

There  are  no  riublic  sewers  in  the  District  but 
the  Air  Ministry  liave  xjrovided  private  sewers  and  disposal  works  in 
connection  v/ith  ttie  aerodrome  at  iiadley. 

During  the  year^  difficulty  v/an  encountered  in 
connection  with  the  septic  tanle  and  drainage  of  the  Council’s 
dwellings  o.t  Ewyas  Harold.  A complete  nev/  scheme  v/cn  found  to  bo 
necessary  in  order  to  e.ba,te  nuisance.  This  T/ill  be  provided  a^  soon 
ais  the  Local.  Authority  is  able  to  commence  the  building  operations 
required. 

A somewhat  similar  difficulty  occurred  in 
connection  v/ith  the  dwellings  e,t  Wellbrookside,  Peter chvrch.  Ulti- 
rately  a.  new  scheme  w/-iil  bo  necessary  but  this  cannot  be  undertaken 
until  electricity  for  p)umping  puriaoscs  can  be  obtained.  Electricity 
in  rura.l  a,rea.s  is  the  most  useiful  seirvicc  as  it  is  often  the  means 
of  providing  a pro]Der  v/ater  supply.

The  inhabitants  of  the  District  remained 
relatively  free  from  infectious  disease  during  the  yoajCj  for  only 
48  notifications  were  received.  The  most  prevalent  infection  was 
Scarlet  Fever,  21  cases  occurred  and  of  these  I6  occiurred  in  the 
Pai'ish  of  Bredwardine.  This  Infection  was  most  probably  brought  to 
the  District  by  a visitor  from  London  and  caused  a small  outbre^ik 
in  one  pc.rt  of  the  Parish^  By  means  of  energetic  swabbing  and 
Gxejnination  of  contacts  which  revealed  two  missed  cases,  it  was 
possible  to  prevent  oxtohsion  of  the  disoo.se  to  other  parts  of  the 
District. 

Only  tv/o  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred,  one  patient 
bemg  an  adult  and  the  second  a female  child  of  six  years  old  who 
had  not  received  any  i^rophyllactic  injections. 

i , Infectious  disease  was  insignificant  as  a cause 

of  death  as  only  tlirce  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to  pnemonia 
and  one  to  be  due  to  influenza.

This* 'ru-unber  probably  is  not  the  true  incidence  of  1110 
disease  and  it  is  probable  tliat  sca.blcs  will  remain  in  the  population  until 
adequate  vw.tor  supiDlies  , ba*tlir 00ms 'and  proper  washing  facilities  are 
generally  available  in  the  dwellings  in  iiio^  District*,  vdth  a.  consequent 
improvement  in  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  population.  ScaJbies  appears  to 
be  most  prevaJent  in  families ’of  doubtful  cleanliness  but  this  is  often,  at 
leant  in  part,  duo  to  obsolc’tc  housing  ■which  laclcs  raodom  amenities.
